REPORT OF CHESTER FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY 


FROM JULY 1894 tO MARCH 1895. 


‘The free circulation of books amongst the people of the com- 
munity has afforded sufficient proof of the value of a free library. 
We have reason to regard a collection of good books as an edu- 
cational force working hand in hand with our public schools 
and whatever makes for the iinprovement of mind and morals. 
There are many people in every rural community whose education 
depends largely upon the reading they are able to do after their 
school days are over. Books must supply the place of lectures 
and evening schools. Judging from what people say of the 
library, it it is safe to affirm that much happiness as well as_ profit 
has been the result of its use thus far. 

Three trustees were elected in March 1894, as follows: J. G. 
Robertson for three years, A. A. Bean for two years and A. F. B. 
Edwards for one year. At the first meeting of the trustees, A. A. 
Bean was chosen treasurer, and “A. F. B. Edwards secretary. 
Mr. A. H. Wilcomb was appointed librarian. ‘The gift of one 
hundred dollars’ worth of books from the state of New Hampshire 
was received the latter part of June, 1894. ‘The trustees had at 
their disposal in addition to this collection the sum of ¢105, being 
the appropriation of the town of Chester for the years 1892, 1893 
and 1894. With this sum we were able to purchase about 105 
books. ‘The number of books has increased until we now have 
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The thanks of the towns-people are due to the following 
persons for donations of books. Mrs. Fannie S Barry, of Bos- 
ton, Mrs. Barnard Robie, Miss I. H. Fitz, Mr. C. J. Wileomb, 
Mr. Mark Sanborn. Mr. George Converse, Mr. Frank Weymouth 
and Miss Carrie B. Hazelton. 

Some who have given time and pains in cataloguing the books 
and getting them ready for circulation are Mrs. A. A. Bean, Miss 
Lizzie F. Campbell, Miss Sarah P. Webster, Miss Nellie B. Sleeper 
Miss I. H. Fitz and Mrs. A. H. Wilcomb. 

We have labored under some disadvantages in not having a 
library building or even a special room where the books might be 
kept. We are indebted to the firm of C. 5S. Wilcomb & Son _ for 
allowing the library to be placed in their store. 

Some idea of the extent to which use has been made of the li- 
brary may be gained from the number of library cards taken out. 
One hundred and eighty two of these have been issued. ‘The 
average semi-weeky withdrawal of books from July last until the 
present time has been in the neighborhood of 50, which means 
that somewhere between 65 and 80 families are being benefitted 
by the library small as it it. Reading has by no means been 
limited to works of fiction. Biographies and books of travel have 
proved to be in general demand. ‘The six periodicals, which 
were purchased with the proceeds of an entertainment given forthe 
benefit of the library, have been widely used. ‘They have been 
useful in keeping the community in touch with the thought of the 
present day. ‘The efforts of all who assisted in making the en- 
tertainment a success deserve the thanks of their fellow citizens. 

It is to be hoped that this year we may receive a more gener- 
ous appropriation for the use of the library than we have received 
heretofore. The more we do to make the community attractive 
the more we contribute to the real life of the homes that belong 
to it. One of the means fitted to yield innocent enjoyment, to 
say nothing of growth in intelligence, is a good public library free 
to all old or young, rich or poor.

We have been able the past year to give more weeks of school- 
ing, than ever before in the history of our town, the time being 
thirty weeks for each school. 

In most cases the time has been very profitably spent, and 
good, honest, hard work done by both teachers and scholars. 

We would commend the almost perfect order noticed in some 
of the schools. Some one says, ‘‘No system of education is 
worthy of consideration which does not discipline the young in 
self-control, and in royal submission to proper authority.” 

IVe believe that good order is one of the f7s¢ requisites of a 
good school. 

We would especially fspeak of the drawing which has been 
taught in several of the schools, very good work having been done 
by the pupils. 

A great effort has been made by some ofthe teachers to secure 
regular attendance, and we are pleased to note the success which 
has attended the effort. 

Teachers need to be on the alert in this, as well as other points 
which come up, and find out if the pupil is absent or tardy on ac- 
count of his own carelessness, or if he can presenta good ex- 
cuse. 

Parents should see to it that their children attend school every 
day, unless detained at home by illness, and that they are there 
in season. 
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A valuable habit will thus be acquired, which is likely to con- 
tinue through life. 
The parents have shown an actiye interest, in some parts of the 
town, by frequently visiting the schools. 
We believe that interest manifested in this way has a beneficial 
effect on both teachers and scholars.
